FAST WORK 


The reconstruction in two days of 
the bridge over Toms Creek, recently 
badly damaged by fire, is regarded ss 
one of the most remarkable records of 
rapid bridge building in the history 
af the Western Maryland Railroad. 
The bridge is about 850 feet long 
and 30 feet high, constructed over a 
deep ravine at the foot of Jack’s Mon* 
lain. 
Fire destroyed about sixty five 
feet of the structure about ten days 
ago. 
A force of 30carpenters and 85 track* 
men were dispatched to the bridge 
soon after the fire had completed its 
work, and carloads of lumber from 
Thurmont, Hagerstown, Port Coving 
ton and other places were rushed there. 
The work was carried on day aud 
night, and about 25.000 feet of heavy 
lumber was used in the repairs.

Must Be Don* When Very Young and 
Caro Exorcisod. 
Horns are undesirable In a herd of 
dairy cows, and lf the farmer la rain* 
Ing his calves It is a very easy matter 
to stop the growth when the calves are 
very young, but It must be attended to 
before the tittle button adheres to the 
skull bone. 
There are some clippers mode that 
remove these horns very readily, hut « 
more humane method is to apply caus­ 
tic soda or potash. Be sure and attend 
to this before the calf la two weeks 
old and make a thorough job of it, for 
lf the work is not well done a abort, 
ugly and misshapen horn will result. 
The caustic la In Hie form of sticks 
about the size of a lend pencil and 
about four Inches long. It can be pur­ 
chased at almost any drug store. Be 
careful and keep a paper around the 
end of the stick which cornea in con­ 
tact with the hand and fingers. With 
a pair of scissors clip the hair from 
file button, which eau be fell just be­ 
neath the skin where the horn will 
start to grow anti moisten the place, 
then reb thoroughly with the end of 
the stick of caustic. 
Remember that this must lie done 
before the button grows fast to the 
skull hone 
lf desired a sharp knife 
can be used to remove this button. In 
which case it Is nu necessary to use the 
caustic, but a little pine tai* or antisep­ 
tic ointment should be applied to pro 
tect the wound from the screwworm.

HOLDS JOB SEVENTEEN BAYS 


He Tells Them He Expected Ne Con­ 
troversy Thera and Addressed Them 
Without Discussing the Power of 
Woman. 


Washington. April 19 —W hat prom­ 
ises to bs a moat eventful convention 
of the coBigress of the Daughters of 
the American Revolution opened in 
Continental Hall, the handsome home 
of the organication, which has just 
been completed. 
The presence of President Taft add­ 
ed to the Interest of the opening ses­ 
sion. during which he extended to the 
delegates a warm welcome to Wash­ 
ington. 
Nearly 100O delegates are in attend­ 
ance, and their Interest In the conven­ 
tion. which is the nineteenth that has 
been held by the congress, Is Intense. 
The congress was called to order by 
Mrs. Matthew T. Scott, the president 
general, amid a scene 
of 
patriotic 
color and enthusiasm. President Taft 
was heartily greeted by the daughters 
as he entered the hall to the ^trains 
of the “Star Spangled Banner.” played 
by the United States Marine band. 
In presenting Mr. Taft to the con­ 
vention. Mrs. Scott said It had been 
rumored 
that the 
president of the 
United States was not In favor of wo­ 
man suffrage and that undoubtedly he 
had reached that conclusion af a mat­ 
ter of principle after a careful consid­ 
eration, but be that as It may. the 
Daughters of the American Revolution 
who had been fond of Mr. Taft, the 
man, had fallen In love with Mr. Taft, 
the president. 
In response to this echo of the wo­ 
man suffrage convention, the president 
paid a gracious tribute to woman. He 
confessed that when he came into 
Continental Hall he did not expect to 
have presented to him matters of con­ 
troversy, and said he would address 
the association without discussing the 
power and plane of woman, which he 
said “we all agree is so high that it 
ought not to be a matter of contro­ 
versy.” 
He praised the alms of the society 
to keep constantly before the nation 
the persons, the places and the events 
whose memory aroused In every true 
American heart the love of country. 
Believes In Formalism. 
The president said that at one time 
he was not in favor of formalism, but 
he realized that forms, In civic life, as 
in religion, were necessary. He ap­ 
proved the clothing of judges In the 
robes of their office to show that they 
were performing a sacred duty for 
their country. 
In like manner the flag 
of the country was a symbol of pa­ 
triotism. 
“We of the Anglo-Saxon race.” he 
continued, “are a little disposed to 
b e r at times that we may be taken to 
lie hypocrites In regard to courtesy 
and 
politeness. 
We have much to 
learn from the I-atln races In this re­ 
spect,” he added. "Our theory that po­ 
liteness and courtesy are only skin 
deep, and every word spoken In this 
vein must be the absolute truth, Is 
not borne out by the history of the 
human race.” he said. 
Courtesy and good will toward each 
other were substantial virtues of the 
races, and It was by form that they 
were preserved It is to such forms as 
organizations of the D. A. R. that pa­ 
triotism was preserved. 
Mrs. William Libber. state regent 
of New Jersey, presented to the presi­ 
dent as a gift to the nation a chair 
made from wood of the British frigate 
Augusta, which was sunk in the Dela­ 
ware during the Revolutionary W ar by 
the Continental b a tte rie s at Red Bank. 
The vessel was recently raised by the 
New Jersey Daughters, who are pre­ 
serving its parts as relics of the war 
for freedom. The president gracefully 
accepted the relic and promised to 
carefully preserve it during his term 
of office.

Her suc­ 
cessor has not yet been chosen. 
All that Miss Spiers would say in 
regard to the m atter was: 
“You can simply say that I thought 
it best to resume my duties at the war 
department.” 
For ten years prior to April I. when 
she became Mrs. Taft’s secretary. Miss 
Spiers was in the office of the surgeon 
general of the army, to which place 
she will return. She Is a native of Hal­ 
ifax county, N. C.

Artery May Be Found by Placing Hand 
at Underside of daw. 
Tbs poise la due to an automatic 
expansion and relaxation In the wall 
of an elastic tube—tbs artery—caused 
by tha Jets of blood pumped Into those 
rtairls by rn—os of a force pump—the 
bean. 
Each stroke of the heart ta equal to 
one pulsation—ria. a rising and tell* 
lug of the arterial wail, in health the 
average number of pulse beats per 
minute la about thirty*ix to forty. 
The larger the horse the slower or 
fewer the Dumber of beata per minute. 
According to an expert breeder, a 
very good place to take the pulse Is at 
the underside of the Jaw. 
By rolling 
the tips of the fingers about a little 
they can be brought on to the blood 
vessel. 
Don’t pre— too firmly nor yet too 
lightly. 
The animal must be kept 
still and quiet In point of Importance 
the ’•character” of the pulse must be 
the best guide. 
That Is to say. the 
blood vessel may imprest us as feeling 
hard, soft full, quick, small, wiry. 
regular or Irregular. 
These are niceties which require 
practice before they can be fully ap­ 
preciated. 
In disease - pleurisy - the 
pulse will be found beating about 
eighty times per minute (depending 
upon the stage of the dis—se), hard. 
wiry and irregular. 
In pulmonary apoplexy It may be 
beating 120 tim— per minute. 
When property taken It forms a val­ 
uable rn—na of assistance In ascer­ 
taining the nature and progress of dis­ 
ease.

HE STUDIED 
TOO HARD

After the d—th of Prof—aor Koop- 
mau. one of the most remarkable eel- 
en fists of Germany, the following 
manuscript was found among hia pa­ 
pers: 
Holding the chair of chemiatry In 
the university, all the work of my 
brain has been devoted to the decom­ 
position and reconstruction of matter. 
I have long been convinced that we 
must pass through matter to get at 
spirit—In otlier words, our medium 
Instead of being a person must be sci­ 
ence. 
Now. by chemical agents we 
photograph matter which we can a—. 
More than this, we photograph object* 
we cannot see except by the ald of the 
telescope 
Still more, we photograph 
objects beyond the range of our vision 
even assisted by the telescope. Ergo, 
may we not by the extension of the 
process at last get a picture of beings 
existing In spirit form? 
This dry scientific preface Is but pre­ 
liminary to the story I have to tell and 
Is essential to Its understanding. Ten 
years ago I married Louisa Markham. 
Five years ago she died. Since then 
my scientific stud!— have run in bot 
one view, to bring her within the sight 
of my mortal eyes. 
The discovery of radium gave a new 
impulse to my lnv—ligations. Radium 
is the first substance known to exert 
power without exhausting Itself. Th* 
steam engine must have coal, the body 
food. As soon as I beard of radium It 
struck me that here wee a sutmtance 
sklu to spirit, neither requiring fuel. 
But since radium is matter, reasoning 
from analogy, spirit may also be mat­ 
ter 
We may photograph m atter even 
though Invisible. 
Therefore may we 
not photograph spirit? 
I will not ask you to follow me In 
my studies of photographic processes 
I tried to fienetrate the realm of soul 
I will only say that I at last discov­ 
ered a substance which I converted 
Into a plate—or, rather, laid upon a 
plate—a hundred tim— more sensitive 
than any kuowu form of matter. 
It 
was one of many I had tried In inak 
tog ordinary photographs and failed. 
But on one occasion while experiment­ 
ing with It I was called away. 
On 
returning several days later I took the 
plate from the camera, and it occur­ 
red to me to develop it. 
To assign a reason for this Impulse 
—I had no object of which I was con­ 
scious— would be to leave the scien­ 
tific field and enter tin t of psychology 
I am convinced that I wa* I mingled by 
one In the spirit world to develop the 
ph.te. 
Such direction glveu to hu­ 
man thought Is very common. 
I de 
veloped my plate— not with the usual 
•geuts, but others I had proved by ex­ 
periment to l>e far more delicate- ami 
what was my astonishment to see the 
semblance of human forms. 
The dif­ 
ference between them and living per­ 
sons I cannot explain. To get an Idea 
of them they must be seen. 
Why these figure# bad appeared be 
fore my camera I do not know. 
I 
could never get them again. 
If they 
were spirits they had happened to be 
where they would lie photographed. 
I pondered long ou how I might 
photograph my wife. provided she was 
accustomed to frequent places she had 
been used to frequenting in life There 
is a window of her bedroom at which 
she used to sit and look over a view 
of rolling ground on which were scat­ 
tered several of the college buildings. 
It occurred to me to keep a plate con­ 
stantly excised bearing on the chair 
•he bad used iu this window In the 
hope that she would come there. 
A week’s exposure failed to show 
any Impression on the plate 
Possibly, 
I thought, ordinary light Is not strong 
enough for the purpose 
I determined 
to use the strongest light available. 
The room faced south, the sun tieing 
on it In summer from ft o’clock In the 
morning till shout 5 Iii the evening 
I 
rigged a lense—on the principle of the 
common sunglass—outside the window 
throwing a light on the chair compos­ 
ed of the converging revs of the sun. 
My lens was arranged to turn by 
clockwork so that the light thrown on 
the chair would continue Irrespective 
of the suu's apparent motion 
I existed my plate ail one very cl—r 
day. hut found nothing on It when de 
veloped. For five successive days the 
sun shone brightly. I continued the 
exposure 
After the fifth exposure a 
fulut figure appeared on the plate. A 
print showed a woman sitting In the 
chair 
The figure was not distinct enough 
for me to tell whether or no It was 
that of my wife. I mourned the im­ 
perfection of my materials and sighed 
that I had none more delicate. 
I 
caught the figure at the window sev­ 
eral times, but the Impression was al­ 
ways blumed. How I longed to pro­ 
duce a picture that would give the 
features of the face! 
Doubtless I 
would then see my wife looking st me 
ss she had often don# while sitting In 
that chair 
Boon after this I changed the baals 
of my Investigations. I laid out a se 
ti— of experiments at taking pictures 
with the light of radium. I worked 
and thong' * so Inc#—autly that at last 
my 
frteous 
Interfered, 
thinking 
I 
would break down. They Interrupted 
me. however, just as I had succeeded 
I have made a number of photographs 
of my wife holding out her arms to 
me and w—ring that smile.

A NKW ARSENICAL SPRAY. 
In view of the fear which is felt by 
some orchardists as to the effects on 
their fruit trees resulting from a con­ 
tinued use of arsenate of I—d aa an 
insecticide In their spraying opera­ 
tions from sn accumulation of arsenic 
in the soil and because of the fear 
felt in some other quarters as to the 
effect on the public health of an ex­ 
tensive spraying of trees and fruit 
with arsenic lead compounds, keen 
interest will lie felt In the work of 
two French scientists, Vermorel and 
Dantony, who, with a view to over­ 
coming the dangers referred to. have 
conducted extensive experiments the 
past three years In the use of ferrous 
arsenate as a substitute for arsenate 
of lead and with a remarkable degree 
of success. 
The solution which they 
have used Is mMde as follows: Twenty 
ounc— of arsenate of soda are dis­ 
solved In five gallons of water, mak­ 
ing solution A 
Twenty ounces of 
Iron sulphate are also dissolved In five 
gallons of water, making solution B. 
Solution B Is poured Into solution A 
gradually, 
with 
continued 
stirring 
Toward the end of the operation the 
mixture should he tested with potas 
slum ferrocyanlde test paper, and when 
this turns blue no more of solution B 
should be poured iu, as It is important 
not to have too great an excess of tin- 
iron sulphate. The combination should 
then lie diluted to fifty gallons. 
Be 
aldea ten ounces of ferrous arsenate. 
It will contain also some sulphate of 
soda aud ferrous hydrate. 
Wbeu 
I ii 
contact with the air the ferrous arse 
nate turns greenish, while in con 
tact with the uir the ferrous hydrate 
turns to ferric hydrate, which Is the 
best antidote against arsenical poison 
lug. 
Tile general color of the spray 
is a dirty green and cannot he mis­ 
taken for any other product. The e x 
perlmenters found the spray very ad 
beaive; 
that 
wbeu used 
twice as 
strong as the a I Hive prescription there 
was no hurtling of the foliage, while 
at half strength It had an effect as an 
Insecticide equal to the usual formula 
of arsenate of lead. 
Moreover, flu- 
foliage of tree-* sprayed with the for 
roils arsenate looked healthier and of 
a darker green than those treated 
with other sprays. Besides the advan 
tages mentioned— adheslvenexs, Insect! 
fide value, freedom from burning, it

THE LIME SULPHUR SFRAY. 
I Ast summer, when it was t«»o late 
to apply it effectively, the writer had 
an inquiry from a Pennsylvania read 
er asking for Hie formula for making 
the lime sulphur spray used Iii coin 
bating the S.in .lose scale, which had 
appeared in his orchard. For the ls*n 
eflt of this leader and any others who 
may have to tight this pest we give In- 
low the formula and how to prepare 
IL This spray should be applied ti­ 
the tress, while the buds are dormant 
preferably during the months of Felt 
ruary and Mn n il 
To make fifty ga! 
Ions of the spray 
mixture 
fifteen 
pounds of lime and fifteen pounds of 
sulphur are required. 
Many I ne Iud' 
fifteen pounds of salt, but recent ex­ 
periments show that this adds uo par 
th-ular \nlue To prepare the mixture 
fresh stone lime should be slaked to 
a whitewash: then add the sulphur, 
which has been made Into a paste by 
means of hot 
wafer 
The mixture 
should then Is- stirred thoroughly and 
bolled for two hours, when enough hot 
water should Im- added to bring the 
whole mixture tip to 
fifty gallons 
Best n*HUlts will Is* had lf the spray Is 
used while hot. 
To prevent a clogging 
of the af tray nozzle by particles of 
lime the mixture should lie strained 
through u twenty mesh brass straluei 
yr two thicknesses of gunny sacking 
before teeing poured Into the spray 
tank 
The liquid should lie applied to 
the trees under high pressure, so as to 
give a finely divided spray, and all 
parts of the trunk and limits should he 
reached
